PAIR FLAYED IN 
DIVORCE FIGHT 


Couple Would Tax Faith of 
Any Person, Judge Says 


Wife Held Unfaithful 


Judge Hewitt granted a divorce 
to Herbert Frazelie from his wife, 
Naomi, in Superior Court yester- 
day, accompanying the decree with 
one of the most stinging rebukes 
ever administered tn a Los Angeles 
court. 

As the judge, apparently with 
deep emotion, pronounced his opin- 


ion in the case, Mra. Frazelle 
bowed her head in her hands and 
wept. 


The case had occupied the 
court's attention for almost a week, 
during which a long list of charges, 
involving the manu ure of 
marked cards and loaded dice, 
bootlegging, gambling, dog fights 
and violent quarrels had been 
aired in by a score of wit- 
nsses. 


WOMAN HEILD GUILTY 


Mrs. Frazelle filed the original 
complaint and Judge Hewitt de- 


most of her charges. But the hus- 
band had proved that she was 
guilty of a statutory offense, the 
eourt sald, and the decree, there- 
fore, was awarded to him. The 
judge ruled that the property was 
community property, of which she 
should have a fair share.

On the stand 
she deciared that her husband was 
a gambler and bootlegger by occu- 
pation, and manufactured marked 
cards and dice and conduct- 
ed dog fights in connection with 
his business. 

HID IN KENNEL 

She deciared that against her 
will she was compelied to help Mr. 
Frazelle with all of these things. 

The husband on the stand in- 
sisted that hie wife was posing as 
@ martyr when she actually en- 
joyed all the things she accused 
him of imposing on her. 

The wife declared that she loved 
the fighting degs which her hua- 
band bred and matched in fights, 
and that on one occasion she was 
saved from her husband's wrath 
by taking refuge in the kennel of 
Bearcat King. a ferocious bulld 
which she said liked her but woul 
have nothing to do with her hus- 
band. The husband, in counter- 
testimony, said that Mre. Frazelle 
took keen delight t! seeing the 
dogs fight and was always present 
to watch encounters in which her 
pets participated.

the biblical story this was the old home 
town of Abraham. It had rulers of its own 
5000 years ago. In the days af King Ur-

acted tribute from Syria. The city was 
near the junction of the Wuphrates and 
Tigris rivers and close to the Syrian Des- 
ert. It was about the hottest spot in the 
world and the thermometer on the palace 
door often rolled up a score of 135 in the 
shade. No wonder that Abraham packed 
up his traps and hiked over toward Ca- 
naan. 

But Ur had a wonderful history and it 
is known that the archaeological collec- 
tions there would be immense. Some delv- 


| ing amid the ruins was done back in 1854. 


There is disclosure of a temple Built of 
bricks laid in bitumen bearing the inscrip- 
tion of King Ur-Gur. In the temple were 
found elay cylinders on which was record- 
ed the prayer of Nabonidus for his sen Bel- 
shazzar, the last prince of Babylon. In 
ite time Ur was famous for its funerals.
